House of Commons on Friday tbe Ist of June, 
relative te removing slaves from Aotigu* to De- 
tneiary. 
Tbe Bill brought before the Huuse 


was of a pi ¡vate nature, and was apposed and 
lost, its principle appeaiingtobe altogether dia- 
eerdant with the feelings of the House. 
This 


is a subject of (he deepest importance to all in 
the West Indies and those connected with these 
possessions, and will be attended with tbe iaoai 
disastrous consequence. 


The facts of the case were, that a gentleman 


of the name of Maxwell, possessed an estate 
called Richmond Plantation, in the island of An- 
tigua, which had failed 
to prodote for many 


years past sufficient to pay the expenses of cul- 
tivating it. 
He had paid for many years vast 


large sums of money oat of his pocket for tbe 
maintenance of the slaves on the estate, and 
that circumstance, joined with ihe unproduc- 
tiveness of the estate from natural causes, was 
tha ground of this gent 'a asking a dispensation 
from the law which forbid him to transport a 
gang of slaves in a body from an island to a 
continent. 
From tbe care be bad leken of his 


slaves their number greatly increased . and as a 
proof of the humanity of this gent, not a negro 
had been imported into the island for the last 
60 years ; and it would be impossible for hitn to 
go oo supporting 329 slaves, whose work did 
not produce the value of their keep. 
They had 


been in the possession of bis family and himself 
for a long series ofyears, and it would be a most 
cruel and painful thing to separate iberrt by sell» 
ing them for the use of other islands. 
His wish, 


therefore, was to be allowed toremove tbem all 
as one family to Demerara, which being pert of 
the continent of Sooib Americb. could not now 
legally be done. 


In several islands there ire properties, where 


the labour of the negroes is not sufficient to 
produce then» clothes aod food; and, if they are 
to be bound down to these places, which is the 
abject of the principal opponents of the present 
measure, it must be attended with raio to the 
Blaster and misery to the slave. 
It I» aigued, 


that the law» of Demerara are mote oppressive 
aod harsh than those in the Islands, particular- 
ly Antigua. 
Then reform those laws. 
No ob- 


jection can otherwise exist ; for, in point of food 
and labour, there is no cumpa ii>on in the ad 
vaatages which Demerara enjoys over the Lee 
ward Islands 
The latter is much lighter, and 


the former more abundant and better suited I" 
the negro constitution, th.n imported provuion», 
which tbey are forced to have recourse to in 
Antigua. 
Tbe slaves in question are ready and 


anxious to go to Demerara, andit is surelybelter 
that 329 persons, we may say one family, should 
b« kept togeiber, under the same master, than 
be sold io parlies, and scattered over Autigua 
aud the neighbouring islands.

independence of (he South American states, is 
patronized by the influence and recommenda- 
tions nf Great Britain, whose public representa 
live at Madrid baa offered lo guarantee Snulh 
America against ihe interference of all elher na- 
tions 
What this guarantee amounts to or in- 
tends we do ant precisely apprehend. 
Whether 
it ia against the holy alliance, wlnuh vvojld be 
absuid enough, but Hot too absurd for the occa- 
sion ; or whether it Was interned lo guarantee 
against the United Stales, we cannot guess. 
Aa 


lo the holy alliance, the South Americans had 
no more Cause to fear them than the people in 
the planet Uranus. 
Tbe state of affairs in Mcx 


ico appears not to have been known at Madrid 
in May, and it is probable that the guarantee 
meant Mexico, upon which England bas an eye 
that never tires. 


Prospect of the Acknowledgement of the 


Independence of South America. 


A question of an interesting natare, is said to 


be at present being agitated in Madrid, of the 
nature and progress of which but little has 
hitherto transpired 
It is a negotiation between 
Spain and those colonies which still acknow- 
ledge ber supremacy, for a belter form of go- 
vernment than tbey have hitherto enjoyed.

" übjoio an extract from a lener, received from 
Madrid, on this subject, written by one of tbe 
deputies to the Spanish Cortes from Mexico, 
and which contains the moat correct as Well as 
"be most recent information that has been hi- 
therto received of the progresé made in the ne 
goliaiion:— 
" Madrid, May 17.-1 Have already Informed 
you that, on the motion ofcount Toreno, a spe- 
cial commission haa been 
named, to propose 
the meana of terminating the difference be 
tweeo Spain and America, 
lo Ibis commission 
I bave the pleasure of bearing a pari, and am 
not without hope of seeing "Us objects fulfilled 
There have been several private meetings ef 
ihe American deputies ; slid all agree in the ne- 
cessity of according distinct legislatures to the 
¡rans Atlantic dominions, reserving tbe execu- 
tive power to ihe king, and rendering the ad 
ministration ofjustice independent. 
We have 


* strong party among the deputies for the home 
provinces, who give us their support ; but they 
require that the Infantas of Spain should as- 
sume the regency of the countries in question. 
A similar idea is entertained by the Mexican 
deputies. It is not going too far also to say 
that the king and the ministers in some degree 
espouse our cause. 
Those who have beld tbe 
bigb office of vice roy, and other commands in 
America, have been consulted ; and they accord 
in the general expediency ofgranting our claim. 
Felice, the minisier for the Ultramarine provin 
ces, has had several interviews with tbe king 
OB the subject. 
Yesterday all the ministers 
went up 
to communicate"with him; and we 
have the satisfaction of learning the expression 
of the king's opinion, that the lime is arrived 
when the question may with propriety be enter- 
tained. 
Last night the commisaiou assembled 


for the first time. 
The ministers were present - 
and 
to important was the affair considered, 
that nesrly half the members of tbe Cortes, at 
ended, aitheugh a sitting of that assembly was 
ih-n being held. 
After much debate we voted 
unaoimously,as the first basis, that there should 
be legialative bodies in America 
Tv night the 


commission will continue its sittings for the dis 
cussion of the other bases, in ivh eh we trust to 
experience a favorable result, though we shall 
certainly have difficulties to encounter." 


" Madrid, May 24 -The affair which bow 


absorbs the attention of the public is the project 
of the emancipation of America, of which I 
spoke to you in my last letter.—As one of the 
bases of the plan would ba the establishment 
of the two Infantas in the.two American Conti- 
nents, it was necessary previoualy to ascertain 
the inclinations of these princes and of the 
king. 
All three, at fir»t manifested great re- 
pugnance lo a lepefation, but they finally yield- 
ed to tbe repreaenlationa made them as to the 
national advantages of the measure. 
But other 
difficulties present themselves, 
which do not 


promise so easy a solution 
The deputies of the 
Antiles. and still more particularly those of the 
lale ot'Cube. have declared that they would ne 
ver consent to be dependent on tbe continents 
of America,and that they would, without delay 
proclaim th-ir independence aa soon as any 
measure should be taken which might loosen 
the bonds which connect these continents, with 
the mother country. 
The Cortes have appoint- 
ed a committee to examine theprr_j*ct, tompos- 


ed of American and Spanish deputies, it ni* 
only yet had one sitting, which has been et ■ 
treraely 
stormy. 
It is impossible to foresee 
what will be llieréaull of so important and com- 
plicated an affair., 


A fact most remarkable, and it may be iat<S 
malvellous, ia that ihe consulado ofCádiz, and 
two other corporations of that city, bave ad- 
dressed memorials to Ihe Costes, virtually re- 
commending the acknowledgement of S.ulh A» 
«nerican independence. 
No'Circumstance coaldi 
mora decidedly manifest thé opinions which 
prevail in Spain on this head, than iiicb a re- 
commendation by those bodies. 
It was in Ca- 
diz that the wealth of South America i-entered 
—the members of the cunaulado were ia virtue 
of iheit office, members of the commissi, n cal!* 
cd Jonta de Remplazo», which had the direction 
and charge of thé 
shipping of the armies and 
warlike stores, which have been sent lo Suulb 
America since the revolution commenced. 
I'hoae memorials Unreservedly declare, that alt 
hope of conquering South America, is at an end) 
and ihey suggest, that to eecuie the commerce 
of South America 
to Spain, the independence 
should be acknowledged, and treaties entered 
into.

In addition to these articles, the Gazelle da

and they may be appointed to employments and 
public offices." 


Madrid, June 4 —The decree of the Cortes 


is bow promulgated, authorising the government 
to equip 5 shipsof w?r,4 frigaies,2 brigantinea, 
4 schooners, and the vessels necessary far the 
colonial correspondence, and to raise 3,500 men 
lo form the crews. 


London, June 29. —The accounts from Spain, 


via Franca, continue to represent the subject* 
of Ferdinand as in a state almost bordering on 
anarchy ; end the London Courier, in tbe bit- 
terness of its feelings towards liberal principles, 
echoes these reports by asserting, that "plots 
and counterplots, banishments, executions, as- 
sassinations, rapine and civil strife daily in- 
crease." 
This, no doubt, is the state of things' 
which despotism would wish to see introduced 
into Spain ¡ and it i» only because tbe fiim mea- 
sures pursued by the Cortes have a conifer/ 
lendency, that Ihe enemies of liberty decry thé 
patriotic efforts of its friend , and libel a brave 
and gallant nation.

In virtue of the superior order of H. E. the 


F resident Libertador oftheRepublic, I bave de- 
creed and do decree the following: 


1. The city of Caracas will be the capital of 


the Department of Venezuela. 


2. The High Court of Justice of the Depart- 


ment, the Procurator General of the Republic, 
the Director General of tbe Treasury, the Chief 
of the General Staff of the Department, and 
the Secretary General of the Vice-Presidency 
will with all possible speed, be removed te the 
city of Caracas, with all their archives, papers 
and document», belonging to their respective 
offices. 


3. The Court sf Admiralty established in tbe 
Island of Margarita, will be removed with ita 
arehiyes to the port of La Guayra. 


4. TheCommandant General of (be Province 


of G nay ana and the Director General of tbe 
Treasury will give the necessary assistance fer 
the execution of the first article, and that this 
decree be communicated to tbera and to all 
those whom it concerns.

FROM LATE LONDON PAPERS. 


Circularfrom Cour.t Nes*elrode. 


"Frankfort, 
Mat 22.— We have good 


grounds for believing the authenticity of a cir- 
cular despatch addressed from Laybach to the 
legations of his majesty the emperor of all the 
Russias. at foreign courts ; and we communi- 
cate, with confidence, thisinteresting document 
to our reader» :— 
" Sir,—lt is now precisely tv year since we 


found ourselves under the necessity c¿f making 
known tbe principles which the emperor bad 
resolved to follow, with respect to states, which, 
to the calamity of experiencing a criminal and 
violent revolution, shoold add that of sanction- 
ing its fatal consequences. 


" Since that period, and from the date of tbe 


opening of the conferences at Troppao and Lay- 
bacb, oar succesive communications most have 
demonstrated to all the ministers and agents of 
the emperor at foreign courts, not only that the 
principles ofbis imperial majesty would notvary, 
but further, that our august master would be 
always ready to concur, by all the means in his 
power, in the success of tbe measures which be 
had agreed upon with his allies, in tbe general 
interest for the repoia of Europe. 


" By our circular of the 27th of February, 


filth March), we informed you that, io conse- 
quence of the determinations entered into upon 
this point by his imperial majesty, he had decid- 
ed to prolong his stay near his imoerial and roy- 
al apostolic majesty, notwithstanding the close 
of the congress at Laybach. 


«■Our despatches of the Blh (20th) March, 


eery soon shewed to you that the foresight of 
the 
emperor had 
heen but 
too completely 


justified, and that, faithful to his promises, Rus- 
sia, at the request of Aoslria, and the legitimate 
sovereign 
ol the kingdom 
of Sardinia, had 


marched an army of 100.000 men, in order lo 
avert the calamitous and ton probable effects of 
the military revolt which had juat broken outin 
Piedmont. 


" Auspicious 
events bave 
succeeded those 


which the artificers of troubles and of discord 
provoked. 
Every thing authorises u< to hope 


that order Will be effectually re-established in 
the states of his Sardinian majesty. 
Tbe loyal 


government (here has availed itself of(he proxi 
mity of ihe Lombaido-Venetian kingdom, and 


it istbe temporary assistance of a corps of occu 
pation, composed of Au-lrian troops, which it 
has required te restore to Piedmont the ciijoy- 
ment of an internal, secure, and solid peace. 


" All our wishes jeek this greßt and salutary 


result ; but as the measure of safety which itre- 
quires, and whicti the Sardinian 
government 
itself has solicited, is about to become the 
ob- 


ject of a direct arrangement between Sardinia 
and Austria, undei (he guarantee of the allied 
courts ; and as the presenceof our troops would 
be henceforth useless, the order to retrograde 
has already been dispatched to them. 
On the 


other hand, the more the resolution to make 
them operative was energetic, the more saluta- 
ry and useful has been the impression produced 
solely by the intelligence that they were in 
movement, end the more essential is it in the 
eyes of the emperor that all the cabinets of Eu- 
rope should know and appreciate the serious 
considerations which induced his imperial ma- 
jesty to have reoourse to arms, and the noble 
and pure intentions which would always have 
directed the employment of them. 


" The experience of all ages and countries 
warns nations of the calamities which form Ihe 
inevitabletrain of crime and rebellion. 
But last 


year these great and eternal lessons were coo 
tesnned. 
Catastrophes succeeded each other 
with 
an appalling rapidity. 
Naples demon 


ttrably evinced the dangers of pernicious ex 
ample, 
Become, berself, the theatre ofrevolu- 
tion, and the centre of the activity of sects, this 
state menaced Italy with a genera! conflagra- 
tion ; aud Austria, seeing a portion of her pro. 
vinces exposed to imminent peril, claimed in 
the first place the moral support of her allies. 
The sincere friend of his imperial royal and a- 
poatolio majesty, and convinced, like that au- 
gust monarch, of the evils which would occe 
more inundate the world, if (he disregard of all 
duties should obtain the apology of a lasting 
triumph, tbe emperor espoused, with sincerity, a 
cause which his conscience told him was that of 
Europe, of laws, and of treaties. 
He did more. 


As an intimate onion bas been established, by 
solemn acts, between the European powers, the 
emperor offered to his allies the aid of bis arms, 
in case new commotions should excite the dreed 
of new dangers. 
We bave already seen how 


the anticipations of his impeiia! majesty have 
been verified. 
Secetarians, acting in the dark- 


ness which they 
so ranch needed to veil their 
guilty projects, excited in Piedmont an insur- 
rection, which might, by its consequences,re- 
tard tbe progress of good in Ike two Sicilies, 
end, by compromising the army, which was 
then advancing upon Naples, encourage revolt 
throughout tha whole Peninsula. 
Alreedy 
a- 
larming 
symptoms 
justified disquietude for 


other countries; and from that mement the 
Russian troops were bound to march. 
They, in 
fast, did march, not to ejtend the power of 
Russia, 
or to make the slighest infrinfemenl 
upon the bounds ef territorial possession gua- 
ranteed to all the governments of Europe by the 
treaties conclcded since 1314, but to succour 
the allies of the emperor; and this, as we have 
said above, at the express solicitations of his 
imperial, royal, and apostolic majesty, and of 
his royal highness the dukeds) Geuevois. 
Tbey 


marched, not to 
overthrow the institutions 
which have emanated from legitimate authority 
but to prevent insurrection from 
usurping a 
power which would be a universal scourge- 
Finally, they marched, not to obstruct the de- 
velopment of poblic prosperity, in any state 
whatever, bnt te further the re-establishment 
of order in countries where the workings of 
evil men had ultimately rendered the assistance 
of a foreign force indispensable. 
" Such has been, such will always he, the 
sole intention of the emperror, should he ever 
find himself again under the necessity of patting 
his armies in motion. 
No burden would have 
resulted from their march, or from their tempo- 
ral 
presence. 
They 
would bave traversed 
peaceably the immense space which separated 
them from Italy; and as soon as the object was 
attained, for whichtwo monerchs solicited their 
"id, the emperror would have issued his orders 
fot them to return to their country. 
" We are justified,therefore, in repeating and 
affirming, that never did the love of war, never 
the ambitious thought ofexercising en exclusive 
influence in the councils of other monerchs, or 
upon the destinies of people confided by provi- 
dence to their care, direct the policy of bis im- 
perial majesty. 


"Irrefragable facts bow attest the sincerity 
of this language, 


" Malevolence ascribed to Russia hostileviews 
With regard te the Porta. 
Disturbances mani 
fested themselves in Wallachia and Moldavia; 
and our conduct, as well as our declarations, 
have shown that we are determined to observe 
the tights of nations and the faith of treaties 
'".""r" 1»1'0»-» with the Turkish government'! 
ihey were pleased, afterwards, to insinuate, 
that we had abandoned our projects against 
Turkey, to invade tbe western territories ofEu- 
rope. 
A signal contradiction 
has confounded 
1 
the authors of these odious accusations, and the 
march of our armies, supported and maintained 
hy elll the strength of the empire, has been stop- 
ped the moment we were certainly assured that 
the legitímete government had recovered ihe 
plenitude of its authority iv ihe kingdom of Sar- 
dinia. 


''Thus.Sir.it is with the confidence of having 
fulfilled the duties of a friend and of an ally- 
it is wilh tbe determination of always fulfilling 
these duties, and the consoling persuasion of 
hayinr. contributed to the tranquillity of Italy 
end ofEurope, that the emperor is about to quit 
Laybacb. 


" He will ¡el <¡T on the Irt (13th Maf. and 
will proceed to St. Petersburg, by way ofWar-, 
saw, happy to lend his assistance io bis allies,if 
it should become necessary—more happy stillto 
enjoy for a long future the spectacle of a peace, 
the blessings of which Russia feels, and in the 
maintenance and consolidation of which the it 
interested as much as any other power. 
" The political system of our august master 
not being destined to undergo any change, all 
his ministers and egcnls will continue tofollow 
:.nd to execute the general instructions which 
they have hitherto received. 
"The present circular will regulate their 


language wiib respect to the events of whichit 
treats, and the emperor even authorises you. 
Sir, to make known, and deliver a copy of it to 
tbe government tö whichyou are accredited,fee»

TURKEY. 


Intelligence of e very important nature has, 
we understand, beenreceived at the hotel of the 
Russian emsnbassy. 
The emperors of Russia 
and Austria, indignant at the oulrages which 
have been perpetrated at Constantinople, in the 
ignominious death of the Greek Patriarch ant. 
other beads ef that church, together with the 
cruelties committed against the unfortune and 
unresisting Greeks, have, it is said, determined 
to insist upon such reparation from the Turkish 
government as the case will admit, end on tome 
assurance or pledge, as regards the future, that 
similar excesses thall not be repeated. 
From 


tbe quarter in which this statment is circulated, 
we find no cause to doubt its authenticity, and 
feel, therefore, peculiar pleasure in ihecommu- 
niestion of a piese of intelligence ef so much 
interest to the christian, and, indeed, to the 
whole of the civilized world 
But tboegh the 


main fact appears worthy of credit, that Russia 
and Austria will exact retribution from tha 
Porte, we have beea able te collect nothing 
beyond mere rumour of what ia lo be their mode 
of proceeding, or the species of security they 
ere likely to require. 
It has been said that 
Russia will demand to become the protector of 
the other Greek provinces, as she is already of 
Wallacbia and Moldavia. 
We hear also, that 


an immediate cessation of hostilities between 
the Greeks and (he Turks is 
to be required, 


and a compact formed between ihem, which, 
while it shall secure the allegiance of theformer, 
shall protect them against outrage and 
mas- 
sacre. 
Another opinion is, that the cession of 
Wallachia end Moldavia will be insisted o« 
either to Rus. it» or to Austria, or to those pow- 
ers in conjunction, in order to afford an asylum 
to those Greeks who decline to live any longer 
under the Turkish laws. 
At all events, it is 
believed that tbe Divan must listen to whatever 
terms may be proposed. 
Russia has an army 
of 100,000 men oo the frontiers of Turkey, 
which would be powerfully re inforced by the! 
Austrian» : and, weakened as she is by ihe ef- 
forts to suppress the Greek insurrection, has no 
alternative but submission, or a foreign invasion, 
to which there would exist no chance of resis- 
tance. 
Should this momentous contest actually 
take place, the eyes of all Europe will be auxi- 
ously fixed on the result. 


Brussels, 
May 2ft—On the 25th of this 
month, Messrs. Hope and Co. gave notice on 
the exchange ofAmsterdam, that tbey had re- 
ceived by expressfrom Madrid, the official in- 
formation of the decision of the Cortes, relative 
to the debt doe to Holland. It is— lst, Spain is 
to pay the interest doe from the 11th Septem- 
ber, 1820, to 31st December 
1820. 
2d, That 
from the l»t January 1821 the account current 
of the intereet is to be opened, to commence 
from that time, end so on cousecutively. 3d, 
That the government will lay before the Cor- 
tes as soon as possible a suitable mode for the 
payment of ,the remaining arrears of interest, 
in arder tocome to a general liquidation. 
This 


news caused an agreeable sensation en the ex- 
change at Amsterdam. 


Paris, June 16.—Tbc duchess dowager of 


Orleans died to night after a long and painful 
illness. 
She leaves to the duke of Orleans two 


millions and a halffrancs of income.
